SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: The Commisson indituted this investigation on April 16,
2002, based on acomplaint filed by SKF USA, Inc. (SKF) of Norristown, PA againgt various
respondents including Ritbearing. 67 Fed. Reg. 18632 (2002). The complaint, as supplemented,
dleged violations of section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930 in the importation into the United States, sde
for importation, and sde within the United States after importation of certain bearings by reason of
infringement of registered and common law trademarks, dilution of trademarks, various actsin violation
of the Lanham Act, and passing off. A count concerning unfair pecuniary benefits was dismissed by the



Commission on September 23, 2002.

On January 6, 2003, the presiding ALJissued Order No. 102, an ID granting ajoint motion filed
by SKF and Ritbearing under Commission rule 210.21(b) to terminate the investigation as to Ritbearing
based on a settlement agreement. The Commisson investigative attorney supported the motion. No
petitions for review of the ID werefiled.

The authority for the Commission’s determination is contained in section 337 of the Tariff Act
of 1930, asamended (19 U.S.C. § 1337), and in section 210.42 of the Commission’s Rules of
Practice and Procedure (19 C.F.R. § 210.42).
